New Mexico succeed jn raising fail- 
crops of corn and vegetables so as to 
have a surplus above consumptive 

need-., they one year supplying the 

United States Government with 

bushels of corn which they had to 
spare. It says: "Their system of 
farming is worthy of study, as it con- 
tains hints of value to intending dry 
ranchers. The ground is first care- 
fully cleared of all vegetation with a 
wooden hoe ( ploughs they have not") 
and then with a sharp stick and the 
hands- holes are dug to receive the seed 
ahout three feet apart. This insures 
ventilations and ample supply of earth 
for the roots to draw moisture from. 
With corn the holes are made from 
eighteen feet to two feet in depth, and 
after the seed is dropped an inch or 
so of soft earth is covered over it. 
As the blades grow, more earth is Idl- 
ed around the stalk, until hy the lime 
il is ready to tassel the hole is full, 
and that corn has a depth of root 
capable of withstanding almost any- 
thing in the line of drought. In that 
country they generally have, as we do 
here, heavy thunder storms in .Inly, 
that drop so much water at once that 

it Ii cannot absorb ii as fast as 

it conies, and so the surplus runs oil' 
the surface, and escaping by (he near- 
est channels forms the arroyas, bar- 
rancas or gullies that arc such a pro- 
minent features In Western land- 
scapes. To save this water for his

Clark C. Drais, a deaf-mute, sou of 
Elijah Drais, who lives aboul a mile 
south of (his city, met with a horrible 
death by being run over by a train on 
the Dayton A Ironton Ivy., some time 

luring Saturday night Young Drais 
was in Coffman's drug store Saturday 
evening, and started to go home from 

there at about seven o'clock. His 
mangled body was found on Sunday 
morning by two men who were walk: 
ing into (own on (he railroad (rack. 
The lower par) of (he body and (he 
lees was lying in a cattle guard, about 
one hundred yards (his side of his home, 
which is only a short distance from the 
railroad (rack. The head and shoulders 
and upper part of (he body was found 
at the side of die track, aboul one hun- 
dred yards this side o\' where the low er 
portion was found. 

A special, composed of an engine, 
which was running backwards and 
drawing a caboose, with engineer Shaf- 
fer, of Dayton, in the engine, left this 
station going south at 6:46 railroad 
lime, and the regular south bound pas- 
aanger (rain left here twenty minutes 
later. Three freight trains passed 
over (he road between that time and 
the time (he body was found — one 
going north, which arrived at (his 
station at 7:40 a.m., one going south, 
which left this slat ion at L1:U cm.. 
and another going south at 

Neither of the engineers or any of the 

train men of either of these (rains saw 
any thine- of Drais or his dead body on 
the (rack, or knew anything of the 
accident. 

The supposition is that he started to 
walk home on the railroad (rack, after 
leaving Coffman's drug store and was 
struck by the special, on the CU1 
the road a short distance beyond the 
old Kirk pork-house, where the upper 
part of (he body w a- found. '1 he 
engine running backwards, would 
account lor the engineer not seeing 
(he man on the (rack, and (he po 
in which (he two parts of (he body 
were found, was such (hat (hey would 
not likely have been seen by ihe 
engineers of (he other (rains. This 
is the generally accepted theory, but 
some of the railroad people think the 
accident may have occurred in some 
other way. The agent at this station 
states that no blood was found on 
either of the engines, from which fact 
they think he was not struck by ihe 
engine, but may have fallen from a 
car. 

Young Drais, we are informed, was 
in (he habit of walking home^^n the 
railroad (rack. 

Coroner Hamilton went out and 
viewed the remains and made an ex- 
amination of the grounds where ihe 
accident occurred yesterday morning, 
after which the body was removed lo 
ihe home of the deceased's parents. 
The funeral took place (his afternoon. 
Serv ices were conducted at (he house 
\i., and the remains were inter- 
red in Washington cemetery. 

An inquest will be held by Coroner 
Hamilton on Thursday next, commenc- 
ing al 1 o'clock cm., when a rigid ex- 
amination will he made into tin
